Something new enters the life of 
the parent of a fourth-grader and 
continues throughout the rest of

You should take an interest in 
all this. You can ask him about 
his work and often volunteer to 
help him. if you think he needs 
help. 
Rules can be set up that will

Once he has accepted your stand

Should parents try to help a child 
who is having trouble with a par­ 
ticular subject?

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Defense Plea 
Disallowed In 
Court's Ruling 


Municipal Judge George L. Bro­ 
kaw handed down an order Fri­ 
day afternoon in which he over­ 
ruled a defense demurrer to the 
city’s charges against a man ac­ 
cused of violating a new ordi­ 
nance regulating junk yards. 
He acted in the case of Paul 
Berman. 321 W 
9th St., accused 
of violating a section of the ordi­ 
nance that provides that “no junk 
shall be stored in the city unless 
the same be in a building or en­ 
closed yard.” 
Atty. Ben H. Berman, who is 
defending his brother, had filed a 
demurrer earlier in the week al­ 
leging that the facts stated in the 
city’s affidavit “do not constitute 
an offense punishable by the laws 
of the city of East Liverpool” and 
that “there are insufficient facts 
to constitute an offense 
. .” At 
the same time he questioned the 
constitutionality of the ordinance, 
terming it “ arbitrary, discrimina­ 
tory. 
capricious 
and 
unreason­ 
able.” 
Judge Brokaw did not rule on 
the question of constitutionality. In 
connection with the other points] 
raised by the defense, he wrote: 
“ It will be observed that the 
ordinance prohibits the keeping or 
storing of junk outside an enclos­ 
ure in the city. The affidavit sim­ 
ply alleges that the defendant has 
stored junk outside an enclosure 
in the city. If the city can prove 
the facts, it would seem that the 
defendant must be found guilty— 
at least it would amount to a vi­ 
olation.” 
“ As to the constitutionality, there 
is no need at this stage of the 
proceedings to make any decis­ 
ion.” the judge’s order added. 
The case, filed Sept. 3, original­ 
ly was set for trial last Thurs­ 
day, but was continued indefinite­ 
ly bv agreement of both the prose­ 
cution and the defense Paul Ber­ 
man entered a not guilty plea the 
day after his arrest. The case may 
not be heard for several weeks.

The Power Of Faith

Courtesy With Candor 
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Eisenhower’s Greatest Gamble 


No one could claim, much less prove, that 
President Eisenhower brought his two-term 
presidency to a grand climax in the events 
of 1959. 


That is how it has turned out, however. 


At home, he has closed the issue with the 
Inflation bloc in the Democratic party by 
taking a position in defense of sound money. 
Abroad, he has taken the role of spokes­ 
man for the free nations challenged by the 
restless policies of the Kremlin to prove 
they can pool their efforts in a settlement 
that might change the cold war into a cold 
truce or perhaps even 
a 
semblance 
of 
peace. 


The man whose historic gamble in 1945 
made the cross-Channel invasion possible is 
now in the midst of a gamble which makes 
that former one seem like a sure thing by 
comoarison. 


If his decision to meet Premier Khrushchev 
face to face in a home-and*home conversa­ 
tion produces nothing but recriminations, as 
it might well do in the light of the Soviet 
Union’s bad record for good faith President 
Eisenhower will be at best the object of 
sympathy 
and 
at 
worst 
the 
object 
of 
ridicule. 


If his decision to go contrary to the politi­ 
cal instinct of most politicians by taking a 
stand for financial conservation in an era 
of reckless spending and on-the-cuff financing 
hurts the Republican party at the polls, he 
will be chopped into oblivion by the political 
hatchetmen who make it their business to 
discredit leaders who have hurt the party. 


NOTICE OF THESE potential setbacks has 
been served on Mr. Eisenhower and pre­ 
sumably on posterity by Sen. Fulbright, the 
Arkansas Democrat who is chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee. In a 
Sept. 9 speech. Sen. Fulbright warned the 
President that Democrats who favored vir­ 
tually unlimited spending for all the things 
they thought the United States needed were 
not being fooled by his efforts in personal 
diplomacy and budget-balancing. 


As far as they were concerned, he was a 
failure. 
These Democrats, warned Sen. Fulbright, 
would pounce on Mr. Eisenhower at the first 
sign that he had been unable to save the 
world or to keep the inflation bloc from 
blowing the cost of living a little higher 
by stretching the national credit a little 
further. 
Meanwhile, other Democrats were moving 
in their own way to make it harder for the 
government to get the credit 
they 
were 
stretching with incessant demands for more 
and more spending. They rebuffed him on 
a pork-barrel veto and stood ready to un­ 
balance his balanced budget. 
Both in the words of Sen. Fulbright and 
other spokesmen for his party, the Presi­ 
dent w’as being warned that everything pos­ 
sible would be done to block and obstruct 
any negotiation that might grow out of his 
forthcoming talks with Premier Khrushchev. 


TH*"SE PEOPLE have pointed out repeat­ 
edly that they disagree deeply with the credo 
that the country can be saved by saving 
the value of its money. They are committed, 
with few excentions — such as Sen. Byrd of 
Virginia and Sen. Lausche of Ohio — to an 
accelerated rate of public spending in the 
name of national security. 
They do not say so if they can avoid it, 
but they also are committed in their own 
writing and speaking to an accelerated rate 
of taxing. That would come later, after they 
had made further multi-billion increases in 
the national debt. 
The two paramount issues of the era are 
foreign policy and financial management. 
They are the paramount issues of all eras, 
as far as that is concerned, though it some­ 
times is made to appear that minor issues 
have become more important. 
President Eisenhower has tackled both 
paramount issues head-on. 
No president ever brought an administra­ 
tion to a showdown on a grander scale. 
No president ever risked the possibility of a 
more shattering rebuff. 


Congress Ad journs Eventually 


Everything that this session of Congress 
has done could have been finished early in 
July, if that had been the idea. Obviously, it 
wasn’t the idea. 
As Sen. Wayne Morse of Oregon was saying 
the other day, quoting his fellow Democrat, 
Hubert Humphrey of Minnesota, it might be 
a good thing for Congress to stay in session 
365 days a year. There is more wisdom in 
that than Sen. Morse could be expected to 
recognize. 
If Congress were supposed to stay in ses­ 
sion continuously, there would be an irresist­ 
ible desire to go home as soon as possible 
each year. But Congress is supposed to go 
home each year by July; therefore, it stays 
in session as long as possible. 
In fact, the only way to get it to go home, 
unless there’s a congressional election com­ 
ing up, is to set an arbitrary deadline. This 
year, the arbitrary deadline, which first was 
set at Labor Day, subsequently was moved 
back to the arrival of Premier Khrushchev. 
It could just as easily have been something 
else, like the beginning of school, the annual 
pollination of goldenrod, or the Miss America 
shindig at Atlantic City. Whatever it turns 
out to be. adjournment date is arbitrary—a 
kind of legislative hurdle that everybody 
must clear on the say-so of the ringmaster. 
The fact is, of course, that members of Con­ 
gress need vacations like the rest of us. The 
fact is. they haven’t had any this year, and 
whatever they have in mind that 
requires 
clement weather had better be done soon or 
it will not be worth doing. 
The further fact is, air-conditioning, 
the 
lack of which used to drive even filibusterers 
out of steaming Washington, now is almost 
universal in Washington but still spotty in 
the home districts and state of the legis­ 
lators. They lack the incentive to go home 
that formerly was supplied by their discom­ 
fort on duty. 
And the still further fact is that 
there 
finally comes a time when Congress has no 
possible excuse to stay in session any longer.

box advice you get a tip from a tout pass­ 
ing you on the down escalator? 
Elevators can be a comfort to racing fans. 
These folks have more aching feet per hour 
than any group in the world. But an alibi is 
an alibi and there will be many fans squawk­ 
ing. “ I would of had the winner, but I got 
off at the wrong floor.” 


MORE THAN 4,000 CARS can be parked 
at the track. Why not a used-car lot where a 
fan who has lost the daily double and eight 
straight races can turn in his car for cash? 
The Aqueduct grandstand is as high as a 
10-story building. It is the first track to have 
its own subway station. When a fan goes 
broke and has to walk home his excuse to 
the wife can be, “ The subway was a hot tip 
and off my own figures I liked it. But I got 
switched by a bum who told me that my 
feet couldn’t lose.” 
Aqueduct has shot the works. On opening 
day we demand a paddock parade (rf archi­ 
tects, landscape gardeners and cement mix­ 
ers. 


There is nothing left to do. All the advantage 


has been wrung out of the circumstances of 


the session. All the speeches have been made 


and the vendettas carried out with relentless 


vigor. The Congressional Record, that com­ 


pendium of everything not left unsaid, has 


been filled to overflowing. 
Actually, the time came to go home long 
ago. But now the time has come to acknowl­ 
edge that the time has come. As “ The Sep­ 
tember Song” puts it, this is no time for 
the waiting game. 


Untamed Williwaw 


Nothing makes the subtropics seem more 
uninviting than an overdose of high tempera­ 
tures and high humidity in Ohio. But it is 
hardly called for in a climate that so rarely 
turns tropcial to exult over the first sharp 
reminder that frost is due before the end 
of the month. 
Up north in the 49th state of Alaska, what 
happened here when the heat wave was routed 
by a cold front would have been called a 
"williwaw,” the chilling wind that heralds 
the settling in of another long winter. It’s 
not that serious here; there will be many 
more nice days before the last holdout is 
driven into an overcoat. 
But it’s always sad when gardens wither 
and flowers quit blooming, when leaves fall 
and heating bills rise. The bite of the un­ 
tamed williwaw varies in severity, but no 
one ever said it was painless.

Who 
remembers furnaces, snow drifts, skidding 
cars, snow shovels, wet feet and frostbitten 
fingers with anything but loathing? And who 
thinks of the williwaw with anything but 
sorrow, whether it blows literally in Alaska 
or figuratively in Ohio?

how seriously this war affecting 
all the people. 
"And I’d tell them the public, 
the government and the office of 
the president of the U.S. demand 
that they get the mills and the men 
back to work quickly and to work 
out terms to end the strike. They 
could not defy an aroused public.” 


NOW SEVEN YEARS later, al­ 
most to the day, it is informed 
opl-ion that President Eisenhower 
is planning to summon strike lead­ 
er David McDonald and whoever 
can speak wijth an authoritative 
voice for the entire paralyzed in­ 
dustry—probably Roger Blough of 
U.S. Steel Corp.—to the W b i t e 
House for a personal showdown. 
This, apparently, is the strategy 
behind Mr. Eisenhower’s dispatch 
of the razor-sharp note to both 
sidas the morning after he re­ 
turned from Scotland. 
The President had sent word he 
wanted that letter ready as soon as 
he got to the White House execu­ 
tive office. 
Labor Secretary Jam es Mitchell, 
from whom the President is taking 
virtually all his advice on this 
home front war, worked all Labor 
Day weekend on the short but well- 
guided missive. Mitchell toned it 
up even during his hop to Pitts­ 
burgh. 
When he walked in on the Presi­ 
dent Tuesday morning, he put the 
completed letter on Mr. Eisenhow­ 
er's desk.

THE STRIKE LEADERS knew it 
was coming.

this strike but that it will run until 
one side wants to be able to tag 
the other with responsibility for 
new inflation. But that secretly 
both union and management now 
know exactly what the settlement 
will be. 


EISENHOWER wants 
them in the White House for an an­ 
gry showdown if they don’t settle 
within a few weeks.

The public is in the mood for new 
laws these days. 


Fiddler Crab 


One of nature’s oddities, the fid­ 
dler crab changes color like a 
chameleon, tells time with a built­ 
in "clock” and goes on an eating 
spree when frustrated in love or 
war. 
The fiddler crab lives in burrows 
along the coasts of the U n i t e d 
States and many foreign lands. It 
gets its name from the male’s 
greatly enlarged pincer, .which is 
held in bent-elbow fashion sugges­ 
tive of a violin bow. The male's 
other pincer is small, as are both 
those of the female. 
Recently scientists have begun 
to turn up many fascinating facts 
about this crustacean and a world­ 
wide study is now being made by 
Miss Jocelyn Crane, assistant di­ 
rector of the New York Zoological 
Society’s Department of Tropical 
Research. 
The fiddler crab has tiny spots 
which enlarge during the day so 
that its body becomes dark. This 
helps camouflage the crab against 
a beach or mud flat. The spots 
shrink at night, making the little 
animal nearly 
invisible 
in 
the 
moonlight. 
The crab is darkest when the 
tide is lowest. Since low tice oc­ 
curs about 50 minutes later each 
day. the moment a crab becomes 
darkest also comes 50 minutes la­ 
ter each day. 


Eskimos are fast becoming the 
skilled-labor force of the new U. S. 
state of Alaska. All up and down 
the coast of the Bering Sea and 
the Arctic Ocean. Eskimos a r e 
abandoning their historic pursuits 
of hunting and fishing for the more 
lucrative jobs at airfields and at 
radar and radio installations, and 
these hardy people are amazingly 
adaptive to 20th-century civiliza­ 
tion and the machines that make 
this civilization run. 


Ike Asks Mr. K For Sign Of Sincerity

David Lawrence 
carefully prepared after his visits 
with the statesmen of the Western 
allied countries in Europe, is a 
warning

citizens generally must be polite 
and

government 
must show its sp;rit of goodwill 
toward the Soviet Premier, these 
manifestations of courtesy are not 
to be regarded as a sign of weak­ 
ness or as any intention to re­ 
treat on those principles to which 
the West is dedicated 


It was not so much the words 
of the speech—which, to be sure, 
have been spoken in substance 
many times before by the Presi­ 
dent—but the fact that they were 
uttered on the eve of Mr. Khrush­ 
chev’s arrival which causes them 
to take on extraordinary signific­ 
ance. 
In effect, Mr. Eisenhower is talk­ 
ing to the whole world. He is 
explaining the reasons for the ex­ 
change of visits and his hope that 
the American position wiH not be 
misconstrued by Mr. Khrushchev 
or anybody else. 


THERE HAVE BEEN misgiv­ 
ings about the Khrushchev tour 
expressed by many elements in­ 
side the United States. 
Would the Soviet Premier re­ 
gard the exchange of visits as a 
certain forerunner (rf a summit 
conference’ 
Would he take it for granted that 
the West is going to be content 
to sacrifice the people of West 
Berlin 
rather 
thar 
to 
allow 
another crisis to build up around 
that issue’ 
Would the President engage in 
any private understandings or ne­ 
gotiations with the Soviet Premier 
without the presence of the heads 
of the other allied states? 
The 
President 
covered 
every 
point in his speech. He gave an 
assurance that the United States 
does not intend to undercut its al­ 
lies or to reach any agreements 
prior to a summit conference and 
that even such a meeting will be 
held only if ther> is substantial 
proof of a serious intention on the 
part of the Soviets to negotiate 
an agreement. He said: 
"Each of the leaders writh whom 
I talked is fully aware of Amer­ 
ica’s conviction that any agree­ 
ment to hold a summit meeting 


must be based upon the certainty 
that our status and rights in Berlin 
be respected 
In addition, we be­ 
lieve there must be some clear 
Soviet indication, no matter how 
given, that serious negotiation will 
bring about real promise of re­ 
ducing the causes of world ten­ 
sions. 
"Should a summit meeting on 
such a basis ensue: 
"We an*! our allies stand ready 
always 
o negotiate realistically 
with the Soviets on any mutually 
enforceable plan for a reduction 
in armaments. 
"We are prepared to make a 
real beginning toward solving the 
problems of a divided Germany. 
"We are hopeful of arranging for 
wider contacts in ideas, publica­ 
tions. persons and information 
"We are. In short, ready to ne­ 
gotiate on any subject within the 
limits dictated by the dedication 
of our government and our people 
to the cause of a just pace and 
our loyalty to the United Nations 
and to its basic concept ” 


WHAT THIS MEANS is that, in 
response to a widely expressed 
view that some talk is better than 
no talk at all. the President it 
willing to try conversations with 
the Soviet Premier but he makes 
clear that, after all. apy real agree­ 
ments must be made by all the 
Western Powers together through 
their chosen leaders. 
This 
implies 
plainly that 
the 
world has not made any real pro­ 
gress since the day when the Con­ 
ference of the Fjreign Ministers 
was called last spring at Geneva. 
No agreements of any value were 
made there 
The Soviets talked 
and talked but did not withdraw 
their ultimatum on Berlin. 
Will they now do any more at 
a 
summit 
conference? 
Nobody 
knows, but anyway the President 
is willing to give the Soviets a 
chance to prove their good faith, 
if they have any 
The fact that Mr. Eisenhower 
keeps on pleading for some pro­ 
gress in reducing tensions among 
nations, while the Communists keep 
the world in a state of constant 
apprehension—and. indeed, add to 
the crisis by starting a new series 
of aggressions in Asia—presents a 
baffling problem the solution to 
which may not come for years. 
So, as Mr. Khrushchev prepares 
to leave for America, it is evident 
that few people in the government 
here believe much will come of 
his visit. 
In fact, it may serve mostly to 
prove to the world that the So­ 
viets are bluffing and that Khrush­ 
chev, just like Hitler, is trying to 
get his way by blackmail threats. 
So long as this kind of situation 
continues, there will be danger of 
another world war. 
The world will not be able to 
relax and reduce r.rmaments until 
the Communist empire is no longer 
run by an autocratic government. 


High Pressure Piracy

SAN FRANCISCO 
"There below us,” said the per­ 
sonnel executive of a nationally 
known electronics firm as he gazed 
at the crowds milling through the 
Cow Palace, 
"lies the greatest 
white slave market in the world 


today.” 
This summation of the recent 
western electronic show and con­ 
vention has more than a grain of 
truth in it. 
One personnel expert estimated 
that of the 20.000 or more persons 
attending the convention, a good 
1.000 were recruiters for desperate 
companies. 
And of the others present, anoth­ 
er expert guessed, at least a third 
were attending the four-day show 
primarily because they wanted to 
change jobs. 
Edward Dear, western manager 
for a national employment firm 
retained by not only one, but all 
74 companies represented at the 
show, pointed out that this "pi­ 
racy” was not only wasteful but 
highly costly. 
"American firms in all fields are 
spending about two billion dollars 
a year on recruitment,” he said 
“ Many 
of 
them 
are 
defense 
firms and they haven’t cared about 
the cost because they are allowed 
to pass it along to the government 
in their defense contracts.” 


THE METHODS the recruiters 
use to hook their fish range all the 
way from ingenious public rela­ 
tions to downright bribery. 
As an example of the latter, one 
firm set up in a downtown hotel 
reportedly paid the switchboard 
operators to route its way all tele­ 
phone inquiries intended for re­ 
cruiting offices of other firms in 
the hotel. 
.As an example of the former, 
four pretty Japanese girls made 
their way through the crowds at 
the Cow Palace handing out Chi­ 
nese fortune cookies. 
On cracking one open, a prospect 
found this message: 
"A brighter future can be yours 
at” followed by the name and 
phone number of the recruiter. 
"We’ve hired some 350 scientists 
and 
engineers 
in 
the 
past 
IO 
months to meet a 35-million-dollar 
expansion 
program.” 
explained 
one 
company’s 
chief 
recruiter. 
"And we need another 130 before 
the year is out. 
"There is no question that the 
engineer is in the driver's seat to­ 
day.” 
Most experts agreed that the 
type of job offered was the most 


important lure. with area and liv­ 
ing conditions second. 
Salaries are high but they seem 
to have become more or less stand­ 
ardized throughout the 
industry 
and are a minor factor in "job- 
shopping.” 
An engineer with a brand new 
PHD brings $12,000 a year on the 
open market, with a BS graduate 
drawing perhaps $5,000 less. 


RECRUITING is deadly serious 
business. One California aircraft 
firm budgets one million annually 
for recruiting 
advertising alone 
That figure does not include the 
salaries of its army of recruiters. 
nor the money that goes into win­ 
ing and dining prospects. 
Dear cited one government con­ 
tractor who spent almost a million 
dollars to hire 193 engineers. At 
the same time, this firm lost 130 
engineers, for a net gain of only 
59—or a unit cost of over $15,000. 
And with the hundreds of recruit­ 
ers swarming around the milling 
prospects in the Cow Palace, it 
was safe to say that no one was 
safe from the happy prospect of 
being hit over the head with a 
thick wad of bills and carted off 
to a new job. 
In this regard, an official of one 
aviation company recalled sadly 
how his firm sent IO strong, eager 
recruiters to a similar convention 
in Chicago. 
"You know.” he said somberly, 
"only four came back ”

Nikita Sergeyevich Khrushchev, 
in his own words, intends to give 
the United States a bit of “good 
old Russian hell ”

shchev’s visit will do much to 
change his mind. It may, how­ 
ever, have some effect on the 
timetable the world Communist 
leader has worked out. The pre 
mier of the Soviet Union and first 
secretary of the Soviet Commu 
nist party may learn some sur 
prising things. 
Khrushchev has staked his niche 
in Soviet history upon a challeng 
ing declaration of economic war 
against the United States. In 
broadcast just over a year ago 
Khrushchev said a shooting war 
is not necessary for a world vie 
tory by communism. 
“We have other means to fight 
the class enemy, my dears,” he 
said to Americans in genera 
“And in this, victory for us i 
assured. We will raise our econ 
omy, raise labdr productivity, pro 
duce more per human being, so 
that soon, gentlemen, you under 
stand, the time will come, you 
Americans, when we shall, as the 
saying goes, give you good old 
Russian hell.” 
Khrushchev’s plan to give us a 
hell involves overtaking and sur 
passing the United States in a 
phases of economic development 
including the consumer side. 
Next week he will have a chance 
to note the size of the chew he 
has bitten off. 
Since Khrushchev got his invi 
tation, the Soviet press has been 
oozing good will toward the Unit 
ed States, though carefully lard 
ing this with frequent attacks on 
those shadowy, frightening “rul­ 
ing circles.” 
To Khrushchev, all American 
politicians are alike. The Amer 
ican 
worker, 
choosing 
between 
parties, merely chooses between 
exploiters. 
Factory managers in the Soviet 
Union have no strike problem 
Strikes are forbidden. The state 
operates labor unions. But Khru 
shchev professes to believe labor 
unions in America are all “tools 
of monopoly capital.” If Ameri 
cans strike, it is a phenomenon 
which could not be controlled by 
union bosses. To him, this indi 
cates decay of the whole Ameri­ 
can system.

SHOULD WE CHANGE 
OUR NATIONAL ANTHEM?

F 


o r m e r p r e s i d e n t Harry S. Trum an often makes 
news with his outspoken comments. During a 
televised conversation last year, for example, Mr. 
Truman was asked his opinion of “The Missouri 
Waite,” a song which virtually has become his 
theme. 
Mr. Truman snapped, “It's as bad as ‘the Star- 
Spangled Banner’ as far as music is concerned'” 
Mr. Truman, who takes his patriotism seriously, 
obviously meant no disrespect to the anthem as a 
symbol. He was speaking only of its musical quali­ 
ties—and in this, despite the reverence A m eri­ 
cans feel for their national anthem, many w’ho 
have struggled to sing it must agree. As it now’ 
stands, it is hard to cope with vocally. 
For several years, musicians and singers have 
realized this and suggested some challenging, even 
controversial, improvements. 
For example, Deems Taylor, noted music his­ 
torian and commentator, says, “The fundamental 
qualification for a good national anthem is that 
it can be sung by everybody. “The Star-Spangled 
Banner’ cannot be sung by everybody!” 
Or take the view of Lucy Monroe, who has led 
the anthem publicly some 6,000 times and is prob­ 
ably more familiar with it than any other singer. 
“The people want to sing ‘our song’ well,” says 
Miss Monroe, “but rather than try to m ake the 
high notes, some of them don’t sing at all. This 
is a sad situation.” Yet here is a song that should 
belong to all Americans, one which should in­ 
spire patriotism as we sing it with our country­ 
men. But are we able to sing it? 
Congress, considered this problem last year in 
House

w hether

“standard version” of “The Star-Spangled B an­ 


ner” should be adopted. (We don't have an official 
score and verse now). 
But the hearings were inconclusive. Many ex­ 
pressed concern about the quality of our anthem, 
but there was equal concern that any hasty al­ 
terations w'ould be regretted later. 
As most schoolboys know, Francis Scott Key 
wrote the words during the War of 1812—in fact, 
he wrote them 145 years ago today, on Sept. 13, 
1814. A Washington attorney and am ateur versi­ 
fier, he was so moved while watching the British 
bombardm ent of Fort McHenry that at dawn, 
when the American flag still flew defiantly, he be­ 
gan penning his immortal stanzas. 
Key did not write the music. In fact, he ap­ 
parently didn’t realize his poem would ever be 
sung. But the words fit an old air, “To Anacreon 
in Heaven.” There w'ere many versions of the tune 
then, including a drinking song, and a Baltimore 
music store published “The Star-Spangled B anner” 
to this music in 1814. 
The song, though popular in Baltimore, did not 
appear in school song books until 1850. Soldiers 
picked it up during the wars of the 19th century, 
and by World War I it had become a favorite. 
The w'ar made us conscious that we lacked a 
national anthem, so a bill w’as introduced to make 
the song our official hymn. But petitions also 
poured in on behalf of “America the Beautiful,” 
“Hail Columbia,” and even 
“Yankee Doodle.” 
Six times “The Star-Spangled B anner” was 
nominated. Finally, on March 3, 1931, Congress 
declared that the “song known traditionally” as 
“The Star-Spangled B anner” w’as officially our 
anthem. 
Why hasn’t this closed the matter? 


What puzzles the experts is—should we m od­ 
ify the anthem for “s t a b i l i t y , ” or should an 
official version be adopted which adheres closely 
to what is considered the “original?” Or should 
we seek a new' anthem? 
A num ber of songs have been mentioned which 
seem to express the spirit of our nation as well 
as—and in some cases better than—the revered 
words of Key. 
Irving Berlin’s “God Bless America,” for in­ 
stance, has stirred 
whole audiences to tears. 
Congress already has voted him a gold medal for 
writing it. “America the Beautiful” has some of 
the most majestic descriptive phrases ever w rit­ 
ten about our country. Composer Morton Gould, 
among others, has said he believes it now’ is 
“more pertinent” than “The Star-Spangled Banner.” 
“The Stars and Stripes Forever,” John Philip 
Sousa’s grandiloquent march, as yet has no words 
which match its music in dignity and power. But 
it could be the basis of a tremendously moving 
national song. “America” has touched many per­ 
sons deeply, including Deems Taylor, who con­ 
siders it a candidate for a national anthem. 
Many, however, find it inconceivable that any­ 
thing but “The Star-Spangled Banner” could be 
our anthem. Bing Crosby, while conceding its “dif­ 
ficulties” says,“I genuinely deplore the abandon­ 
ment of things traditional to our American h e r­ 
itage. Let’s keep “The Star-Spangled Banner.’ ”

i s e may be to level off a few’ of the 
anthem ’s notes which w’e have trouble sing­ 
ing. Paul Taubman. a leading New’ York TV m usi­ 
cal director, has endeavored to do this. At the 
request of the National Music Council, a Congres­ 
sionally chartered organization of 45 leading m usi­ 
cal groups, Taubm an has made an arrangem ent 
of “The Star-Spangled Banner” which put its 
within everybody’s vocal range without destroy­ 
ing the song’s basic character. 
In musical terms, Taubm an has lowered each 
note a minor third for the phrases, “And the 
rockets red glare, the bombs bursting in air,” 
and also the final “O’er the land of the free.” 
“Mr. T aubm an’s change,” says Lucy Monroe, 
“is the only completely satisfactory solution, and 
I respectfully urge that it be adopted so that all 
of us, young and old, in every walk of life, may 
stand proudly and sing every note of ‘The Star- 
Spangled Banner.’ ” 
From time to time, as more pressing matters 
are disposed of, the House subcommittee will 
meet again to discuss an official version. It will 
consider any viewpoint put forth with respect 
and restraint. 
This includes yours, for our national anthem — 
above all—belongs to every American!

h e w o r l d has been good to me so I'm a little 
surprised 
when 
some 
well-wisher 
in 
my 
Broadway restaurant reminisces and says, “You 
really got a tough break on that ‘long count’.” 
What long count? What bad break? 
I know what they’re talking about—the best 
thing that ever happened to me! The best thing. 
On Sept. 22, 1927—32 years ago next week, by 
the way—a young boxing stylist named Gene 
Tunney stopped 
me from 
becoming the first 
fighter in history to regain the heavyweight title. 
It was a famous fight because sports w riters 
claimed Tunney was favored by a “long count” 
after I knocked him down in the seventh round. 
So these well-wishers offer sympathy year after 
year and lament about “what might have been.” 
Well, I know “what might have been” and it 
isn’t all what they see in their rose-colored m ir­ 
rors reflecting the past. I didn't lose the fight be­ 
cause of a “freak”; Gene Tunney whipped me. 
W hat happened was this: a new rule had been 
passed which stated that after a knockdown the 
referee would not start the count until the stand­ 
ing fighter was in a neutral corner. Previously 
we had stood over a fallen opponent waiting for 
him to rise so we could batter him again. 
A fighter is conditioned to fight on instincts that 
he develops over the years. I delayed the count by 
standing near my opponent. 
Losing the heavyweight championship of the 
world, especially after being champ for seven 
years, wasn't easy to take. But, in retrospect, I’ve 
got good reason for calling that moment the best 
thing that ever happened to me. 
At best I didn’t have long to go when I fought 
Tunney. I don’t say this to take anything away 
from Gene; his record as an undefeated heavy­ 
weight champion speaks for itself. What's more, I 
can’t honestly say I would have whipped him if 
we had fought when I was in my prime—it would 
have been a great fight, though! 
This much I do know for certain: even if I 
had regained my title that night, some other 


youngster would have come along soon to lift it. 
After all. Gene had done it in our first bout when 
I was a year younger— and without benefit of a 
controversial “long count.” 
Now I'm in business w’here small things often 
make the difference between success and failure. 
People like to remember me as the guy who 
“knocked out” the champ and lost. 
If I had defeated Tunney and he had then beat 
me in the inevitable rubber bout—a likely pos­ 
sibility considering my aging legs—-I would have 
been just another champ who lost his title to a 
better man. There would have been no dram a— 
and, conceivably, fewer satisfactions for me after­ 
ward. People come to see me because that “long 
count” made me more famous than I ever would 
have been if the record books simply read: Dem p­ 
sey over Tunney by KO. 
S 


o m e guests ask me about the night Luis F ir- 
po’s flailing right hand catapulted me through 
the ropes and right out of the ring. Others ask if I 
really broke Jess Willard’s jaw' with my first 
punch and three of his ribs with my second. But 
most of them w'ant to know’ about that “thing 
with Tunney.” They want to know’ everything 
about it; w’hether he was really “out” or just ta k ­ 
ing advantage of the extra time, why I didn't nail 
him in the next round, etc. I tell them what I’m 
telling you. That w^as probably the last solid h ay ­ 
maker I connected with. I could feel the familiar 
electric jolt right up to my shoulder as my gloved 
fist made contact with bone. After that the cup­ 
board wras bare, and I knew it. 
All of us like to be remembered, and I’m no ex ­ 
ception. Yes, people w’ould have remembered mc 
even without the “long count”—but not as part of 
an American legend. 
So that’s the real story. We live a lifetime, not 
a single episode. It would have been great to win 
my title back that night. 
Instead I had to learn to be a loser. It was quite 
a lesson, too. It taught me that defeat and dis­ 
appointment can be blessings in disguise.

i t w a s n t the hundreds of guests crowding the 
I annual 'Share 
charity party for mentally re ­ 
tarded children that made me catch my breath as 
I looked up at the ceiling. It was my husband, 
Dean Martin, precariously balancing himself on a 
saddle IOO feet above the night-club dance floor, 
singing "I Can t Give You Anything But Love, 
Baby 
as he was slowly lowered to the stage. 
I’d tried to talk him out of the stunt after he be­ 
came nauseated from the height during rehearsals 
the night before, and almost fell off. He wouldn’t 
listen. He said that it was the most effective wray 
to start the evening’s entertainment—and worth 
risking his neck! 
T hat’s typical of my Dino, who’s been taking 
chances all his life. Marrying me was one of them. 
He knew how different we were in background, 
attitude, temperament. I’m happy to say it has 
worked out all right. On Sept. I we celebrated 
our 10th wedding anniversary. 
The years have not always been easy for either 
of us. We were separated twice, once nearly di­ 
vorced. We were confronted by lawsuits, finan­ 
cial difficulties that nearly ruined us and the split 
with D ean’s partner of eight years, Jerry Lewis. 
I was spoiled by his generosity one day and com­ 
pletely ignored the next. It took me years to be­ 
come adjusted to Dean’s well-meant but utterly 
unpredictable behavior. Our wedding was a good 
indication of what I could expect as Dean’s wife. It 
started as a typical Hollywood affair with hundreds 
of guests, invited and otherwise, reporters, pho­ 
tographers, gay decorations, soft music, champagne, 
caviar—and a groom who seemed to vanish the 
moment he was supposed to say “I do.” 
When the ceremony reached the point where the 
minister asked Dean for the wedding band, his 
hand slipped into his pocket—and came out empty. 
It went in and out of all the other pockets, without 
success. With a blank expression and a shrug of 
his shoulders he turned to his best man, Jerry 
Lewis. Jerry fumbled through his pockets and 
shook his head. No, he didn’t have it either. 
No one, including me. knew what to think when 
D ean’s face suddenly lit up, and without warning 
or explanation he dashed to an adjacent room. Not 
till later did he explain that he’d realized the ring 
must have been among the items taken out of his 
pockets and left on the dresser when he changed 
into his wedding suit. 
But it wasn't. It had fallen into the wastebasket, 
which the maid emptied into the trash container. 
At least that’s w hat Dean hastily figured out as he 
raced to the street, turned the trash can upside 
down on the .sidewalk and searched through the 
contents—till he came up with the ring. 
And so we were married. 
A month later I thought he’d deserted me. Dean 
had worked late that night on a television rehearsal. 
When he finished about 3 a.m., he was so tired that 
instead of coming home, he automatically headed 


for his parents’ house, as he had done before 
we were married. When he arrived, he quietly 
took off his shoes, tip-toed to his old room, fell 
into bed and instantly went to sleep. 
I worried all night. When he didn’t show up by 
eight the next morning, I frantically called the 
police, hospitals and Dean's parents. His father, 
unaware Dean had slipped into the house, told me 
he hadn’t seen his son in two days. 
I was just packing my bags when Dean broke 
into the room, sorry and apologetic. At the sight 
of him I burst into tears of anger and relief. Then 
I unpacked. 
I quickly learned not to let my feelings get hurt 
too easily. For the first few months he often called 
me bv his first wife’s name. At times he still gets 
confused about the children. This may not be too 
surprising. He has four from his previous marriage, 
and three by me. It took me a long time to get 
used to D ean’s forgetfulness. During our first five 
years as husband and wife he forgot my birthday 
three times. He still doesn t recall our anniversary 
unless I remind him—usually by filling the house 
with flowers. Once he even forgot Christmas. 


B 


u t my biggest adjustment was necessitated by 
his gambling habits—and by gambling I don’t 
mean just dangling from the ceiling for a benefit 
show, throwing away $5,000 in Las Vegas in 12 
hours or having a slot machine moved into our living 
room. He’s taken chances on people, real estate, 
prize fights, income tax. everything! Usually he 
wins. Sometimes he loses. That doesn't discourage 
him. 
His gambling spirit really shouldn’t surprise me. 
After all. Dean used to be a professional. His father 
once told me that when he first saw his son at the 
hospital nursery, his little fists were clenched so 
tightly he could have sworn they held a pair of 
dice. They might as well have. Dean learned to use 
them before he was out of the first grade. 
By the time Dean reached his teens, taking 
chances had become second nature to him. Once. 
he told me, he took a girl to a club which offered 
a $5 first prize for the dance contest. Dean counted 
on winning it to pay the check. He won. Another 
time he made a down-paym ent on a second-hand 
sedan, confident a job he had applied for would 
assure the balance. He didn t get the job and the 
finance company got the car. 
Dean often talks about his childhood in S teu­ 
benville, Ohio, when he was Dino Crocetti and 
lived in a three-room house on Slack Street. 
There wasn’t enough yard to put up swings and 
slides. Evtrn if there had been, there wasn’t enough 
money to buy them. If he wanted to play off the 
street, he walked across the road to the public 
library play ground or used the municipal pool at 
Beatty Park. Only once did I detect any resent­ 
ment against these early days. About six years

ago we ran into a girl whom Dean apparently had 
a big crush on as a teen-ager. ‘‘She would never 
go out with me,” he recalled with a hint of b itter­ 
ness. Seeing my curious expression, he added, ‘‘She 
lived on top of the hill—we lived downtown.” 
Because his father barely made enough as a 
barber to support his wife and two sons, Dean did 
his share to boost the family income—but not in 
the conventional m anner of delivering newspapers 
or pushing m arket baskets for elderly customers. 
He delivered whiskey for a bootlegger! 
When our children w eren’t around, Dean once 
admitted to me he never cared much for formal 
education. “All I was interested in,” he said, “was 
English and arithmetic.” Dean was absent from 
school so much, his truant officer usually walked 
past the ball park or the old swimming hole at 
Wintersville, three miles from Steubenville, to see 
if he was there before even checking the school. 
Dean quit school in the lith grade to go to work 
full-time as a gas-station attendant till his older 
brother Bill (now his personal manager) got him 
a job in a steel mill in Weirton, W. Va. Occa­ 
sionally Dean still has nightmares about the mis­ 
hap that made him quit: a four-ton coil of steel 
dropped from a crane, missing him by inches! 
Knowing how gentle he can be today, it’s difficult 
for me to visualize him running around with a 
group of toughs who made him so adept at fighting 
that he tried it professionally, under the name of 
“Kid Crochet.” Five defeats and two broken noses 
later, he decided that this was another bad gamble.

Dean still chuckles whenever he recalls how his 
father finally talked him into a “respectable” job, 
meaning, of course, the barber profession. One 
morning he gave Dean five dollars to enroll at the 
local barber college. On the way downtown to pay 
his tuition. Dean passed a local cigar store, then 
a well-known front for the biggest gambling house 
in Steubenville. He couldn’t resist going in—and 
promptly lost his five dollars. Making the most of 
an unfortunate situation, he talked himself into a 
job there as a clerk selling punch-board chances. 
Before long he was promoted to dealer and 
croupier on the gambling tables in back of the 
store. He did so well that he was loaned to other 
gambling houses as far away as Florida and 
worked himself up to $125 a week, a small fortune 
for a fellow barely out of his teens. At least, he 
assured me later, his shady labors had a worthy 
purpose: his income not only helped support his 
parents, but put his brother through college. 
During the same years, Dean utilized his beau­ 
tiful if untrained voice to sing at dances and par­ 
ties whenever asked by friends. One night band­ 
leader Sam Watkins heard him and offered him 
a job at $50 a week. Dean took a cut in salary 
to accept. It’s no secret how that gamble paid off, 
particularly after he took another big chance by 
joining forces with an unknown comedian named 
Jerry Lewis. 
It also led to discontent and quarrels and me. 
I was an art major at the University of Miami 
when Dean and Jerry came to Miami Beach in 
December, 1948, for an engagement at the Beach­ 
comber Club. Two years had passed since they 
teamed up and Jerry persuaded Skinny d’Amato, 
owner of Atlantic City’s 500 Club, to sign them as 
a comedy act. By the time they reached Miami, 
they were firmly established as the nation’s newest 
and most successful comedy team.

a y o C l i n i c physicians had been plan­ 
ning a new kind of hospital for Roch­ 
ester, Minn. It was to be a circular struc­ 
ture. where nurses at the center would be 
within ll feet of all patients, able to see 
them at all times. Then they heard that 
the idea wasn't unique, that the Atomic 
Energy Commission was planning a simi­ 
lar hospital at Brookhaven, N. Y. 
The Mayo doctors learned it wras true, 
not only at Brookhaven but also in Brook­ 
line, Mass., and Van Nuys, Calif., where 
new hospitals will have patients on circu­ 
lar floors with nurses in the center, to save 
nursing mileage and assure better care. 
In a variety of ways, many hospitals in 
the U. S. are using ingenuity and a will­ 
ingness to break with traditions to solve 
many of their problems. But not only in 
construction is ingenuity at work. San 
Francisco’s Mf. Zion Hospital has no new 
building. But it has a w’eek-end hospitali­ 
zation program for many people who need 
short-term treatm ent or diagnostic serv­ 
ices, It saves time, money and worry and 
improves the hospital’s efficiency. 
Entering Mt. Zion up to 7 p.m. Friday, 
a patient can be ready to leave by l l a.m. 
Sunday—after getting X -ray, laboratory 
and other services and treatment. Typical 
oi many patients was the housewife who 
required minor surgery. She got it over 
a week end, while her husband was home 
to care for the children. 
All hospitals are open seven days a 
week, but major services are provided on 
only five. Mark Berke, Mt. Zion’s director, 
realized that not only did hospital e x ­ 
penses—for nurses, kitchen, janitors and 
so on—go right on over week ends, but 
also that week-end treatm ent would be 
ideal for many people. Why not have a 
full staff on duty for week ends? If short­ 
term patients could be cared for then. 
empty beds would be filled, pressure taken 
off during the week and over-all operat­ 
ing costs spread over seven days. 
It’s a long way from Mt. Zion’s w eek­ 
end service to the University of Okla­ 
hom a’s terminal rooming-in plan, but that 
is also a fresh approach. 
For the process of giving birth, hospi­ 
tals 
provide 
wonderful 
efficiency 
and 
safety. But many women and medical a u ­ 
thorities wonder about the cold practice 
that separates mother and newborn child 
except for brief intervals. 
A few' hospitals have adopted the room- 
mg-in principle, which calls for major 
changes, with special facilities to allow a 
mother to keep her baby with her all the

time. Som e think this plan has its draw ­ 
backs when a mother may be physically 
exhausted. But the Oklahoma terminal 
room ing-in plan is different. In the first 
days after birth, the mother sees the child 
only at feeding times, as at most hospitals. 
But on the final day, she has her baby in 
with her all day. 
A nurse spends the better part of an 
hour orienting the mother on baby care in 
general and on her own infant’s daily rou ­ 
tine. All during the day she has the oppor­ 
tunity—as does her husband—to get to 
know' her child, and to feed, handle, 
change and otherwise care for him.

ome hospitals have been devising bet­ 
ter methods of care for sick children. 
One of the most heart-w’arming is the 
Mother’s Bank at Chicago's Children's 
Memorial Hospital. The bank is composed 
of 
volunteers— most 
of 
them 
grand­ 
mothers, all of them kindly and experi­ 
enced— w'hose job it is to “ mother” sick 
babies, especially those writh emotional 
disturbances. Each hospital “ mother” is 
assigned to one baby during its entire 
stay. She is with the child six hours a 
day, not only feeding, bathing and chang­ 
ing it, but also holding and playing w'ith 
the baby as much as possible. 
Los 
Angeles 
Children’s 
Hospital 
is 
meeting another problem. When a child is 
hospitalized, parents want to know' what 
is being done. If they’re ignored or given 
only a smattering of information, their 
worry 
might 
be communicated to the 
child. Leaving the problem to doctors and 
nurses isn’t always satisfactory. Its solu­ 
tion w'as to appoint Marie Brotherton, a 
nurse out of uniform, to be Director of 
P arents’ Public Relations. The hospital’s 
operating room supervisor for 26 years. 
Miss Brotherton performs a host of valu­ 
able functions. When a child is to have 
an operation, she is the link between p ar­ 
ents and operating room, providing in­ 
formation about the surgery and enabling 
the parents to be with their child im­ 
mediately afterward. 
Perhaps the most crucial medical prob­ 
lem today is the skyrocketing cost of 
hospital care— up 
132 percent in eight 
years, while the consumer price index 
rose 37.6 percent. 
Dr. Lowell T. Coggeshall, assistant to 
the Secretary of Health, Education and 
Welfare, has suggested that what we may 
need is a new concept of hospital opera­ 
tion to include “do-it-yourself 
projects 
for patients to help bring down costs. 


A start has been made with a new re­ 
habilitation 
pavilion 
at 
Michael 
Reese 
Medical Center in Chicago. Probably the 
only facility ever built specifically to cut 
the time and cost of rehabilitation for 
convalescent patients, it is called “a bridge 
on the road to recovery between the hos­ 
pital bed and the patient’s own home,” 
by Dr. Robert C. Levy, staff president. 
Costs are cut by discouraging pam per­ 
ing. Accident victims, patients recovering 
from heart attacks and strokes and others 
on the mend are encouraged to eat in a 
community dining room. There are no 
hospital beds; instead, there are day beds 
that can be made up as studio couches. 
Patients are expected to care for them ­ 
selves as much as their doctors allow'. Not 
only are room rates in the “d o-it-your­ 
self” pavilion low’er, but recovery periods 
are considerably shorter. 


I 
n other w ays, hospitals are using new 
approaches to old problems. 
There’s the matter of gifts, often a head­ 
ache for relatives and friends who puzzle 
over their choices, patients who are inun­ 
dated w'ith duplications of flowers, candy 
and fruit and hospital workers with e x ­ 
tra cleanup w'ork. 
The Reading, Pa., Hospital’s solution, a 
happy’ one, is a “Guest C ard” plan. The 
card, sold by the hospital, reads: “ Dear 
: This card indicates that you are 
my guest in the Reading Hospital for the 
day. I wish for you a speedy recovery. 
Sincerely, -------- .” The donor pays for 
one or more days of hospital care, signs 
the card and sends it to the patient. In 
addition to simplifying gift choices, the 
guest cards ease the financial burden of 
hospital care without embarrassment. 
Hospitals are among the most complex 
of man’s institutions, but a fresh approach 
can help solve most problems, w'ith bene­ 
fit to everybody concerned.

RELISHES FOR THE COFFEE HOUR 
Some relishes may be eaten easily with the fin­ 
gers; others need “stems” which can be wooden 
or plastic picks. Include one or more raw vege­ 
table relishes such as carrot sticks, radish roses, 
cauli flowerets, celery curls or short lengths of 
stuffed celery. Flavorful fruit relishes could in- 
* 
elude small clusters of grapes, cherries with stems 
(in season), strawberries with hulls, melon balls, 
pineapple chunks or small orange sections on a 
pick. An appetizer-relish or two should appear 
along with the vegetables and fruit. Chipped beef, 
ham, sausage, olives, sweet pickles, cheese cubes, 
cream cheese and peanut butter are choice m ak­ 
ings for such appetizers. Arrange an assortment of 
these sweet and sour, bland and savory relishes 
attractively on a serving tray. 


MEAT ’N9 CHEESE PINUPS 
With a round cutter, cut 2Vz- to 3-in. rounds from 
V-i-in. thick slices of ham , canned luncheon 
m eat, ready-to-serve m eat, bologna or other 
sausage. Repeat the process with V4 -in. slices of 
Sh i»s or Cheddar cheese. Stack alternate meat 
and cheese rounds, using five in all. Wrap in 
waxed paper and chill until time to serve. Cut 
stacks into % -in. wedge-shape pieces. Insert picks. 
Biscuit Bites 
Spread toasted bite-size shredded wheat biscuits 
with peanut butter. Insert picks and on each end 
of biscuit secure a thin slice of sweet pickle.

T 
h e y t h o u g h t Gil Hodges was through 
after last year. He was one of the 
biggest names and brightest stars of the 
colorful Dodgers who had moved from 
Brooklyn to Los Angeles but, like the 
ball club itself, he had flopped m iser­ 
ably in his new surroundings. 
The best he could do was hit .259, a 
40-point drop from his average of the 
year before, and he had suffered the 
humiliation of seeing his job taken from 
him by a raw rookie. 
Even more painful was the way the 
fans climbed on him. It seemed as 
though 
they 
were 
picking 
him 
as 
scapegoat for their disappointment in 
the highly advertised Dodgers, who 
skidded to seventh place in California. 
Gil couldn’t understand it; in Brooklyn, 
the fans had always loved him. Once, 
when he was battling a terrific slump, 
Father Herbert Redmond, saying Mass 
at St. Francis X avier Church in Brook­ 
lyn, told his flock: “It’s too hot for a 
sermon. Go home, keep the Com m and­ 
ments and say a prayer for Gil Hodges.’’ 
That was the way it used to be. 
But worst of all for family-man Gil 
Hodges, whose wife and three children 
mean more to him than anything else, 
was the fact that things were as bad 
at home as on the field. Gil’s wife, Joan, 
is a Brooklyn girl and, although Gil 
comes from Indiana, he was happy to 
settle down in a house in Brooklyn 
after their marriage in 1948. It was 
pleasant for Joan because her own fam ­ 
ily was nearby, and her mother and 
sister dropped in almost every day. 
When Gil went on the road with the 
ball club, Joan w asn’t alone. 
But in California, everything was 


different. Joan felt uprooted, and when 
Gil was on a long trip, she felt desper­ 
ately alone. She was unhappy and dis­ 
satisfied, and Gil suffered with her. 
Gil was only 35 years old, in perfect 
condition, but apparently he was all 
washed up. He wasn’t meeting the hall 
well, he killed one Dodger rally after 
another by striking out or popping up. 
and he tried so many cures for his 
batting failures that he became hope­ 
lessly confused at the plate. He had lost 
confidence, and it was clear that unless 
something drastic was done, Gil Hodges’ 
great career was going to end. 
It was Joan who seized upon the so­ 
lution. Nobody knows better than she 
that Gil isn’t the kind of husband and 
father who can forget about his family 
when he goes off to work. Little Gilly. 
Irene and Cynthia are his pets, and 
there is nothing he wouldn’t do for 
Joan. Once he refused to report to 
spring training until their first child 
was born. Another time he jumped the 
club during training and flew home 
without permission to make sure Joan 
was all right after Cynthia was born. 
It stood to reason that if Joan was 
miserable, Gil was going to be, too. 
“I realized that I’d been hurting Gil, 
acting the way I was and carrying on 
so,” Joan says, “and I made up my 
mind that the best thing I could do for 
him was to stay home all summer.” 
“Home.” for the Hodges family, is 
still Brooklyn. So Joan and the kids 
stayed with Gil during spring training, 
as is their custom, and then, for the 
first time, said goodbye to Daddy and 
went north to Flatbush while he flew 
west with the Dodgers. 


By midseason Gil Hodges, reestab­ 
lished as the regular first-baseman of 
the ball club, was hitting close to .300, 
walloping home runs at his old-time 
rate anc! breaking up hall games with 
the key hit in the clutch. 
Gil has never been a high-average 
hitter. In IO full seasons in Brooklyn, 
he got over .300 only twice, hitting 
.302 in 1953 and .304 the next year. But 
ever since he played high-school ball in 
Petersburg, Ind., and later at St. J o ­ 
seph’s College near home, he has been 
able to generate trem endous power. He 
went into the 1959 season with 320 
home runs and with seven years of IOO 
or more runs-batted-in. T hat’s power 
hitting. Gil takes a full cut at the pitch 
and his thickly muscled shoulders and 
arms are capable of driving the ball out 
of sight if he gets even a fair piece of 
it. On the night of Aug. 31, 1950, at 
Ebbets Field, he smashed four home 
runs in a single game against the 
Braves, throwing the stands into such 
a turmoil that Joan closed her eyes 
when he swung for the fourth one. *
